PUBLIC COMMENT:

Bob Valentine, 2660 Park Avenue, appeared and asked if the County would take
full advantage of the re-valuation or if they would adjust the mill levy rate
downward.

Heier responded that wouldn’'t be known until the budget is adopted.
Workman stated the Board did vote on the proposed budget and it appears that
the property tax request from the taxpayers will increase approximately 14

percent.

Heier added that the full Board did vote on the proposed budget, however, it was
not unanimous.
